Speculation was rife in Atlanta 
Monday regarding the possible effect 


on cotton trading generally in Georgia 


and the business of “hedging” by cot- 
ton mills as the result of conviction 


in the state court of a local broker on 
charges of operating a “bucket shop,” 
following which several of the largest 
brokerage houses in Atlanta served 
notice on clients that they would 
cease immediately the quotation of 
cotton futures and would not handle 
trades in futures on margins. 

With the announcement of brokers 
that they would discontinue service of 
cotton quotations to their clients, At- 
lanta, with the exception of the At- 
lanta Commercial exchange, was left 
without information on the New Yerk, 
New Orleans and Chicago boards of 
trade market on cotton prices other 
than information through the daily 
papers. This, of course, had the im- 
mediate effect of making it impossible 
for many dealers without private 
sources of information to do any trad- 
ing in cotton. 

Several brokers expressed vpinions 
that strict enforcement of Georgia's 
blue-sky law would have little, if any, 
effect on the cotton business, while 
others said that it would have a 
sweeping and crippling effect not only 
on brokers and cotton spot dealers, but 
on the cotton mill men of the state as

9,000 ARMENIAN ORPHANS ESCAPE UNHURT 


Horrors Given 


by Dr. Beach 


Leninakan, Armenia, October 25.— 
(P)—Dr. Joseph Beach, director of 
Near East relief operations in the 
Cacasus, tonight gave The Associated 
Press a graphic eyewitness narrative 
of the catastrophe, which in the form 
o° a series of earthquakes Friday 
night, caused great destruction an 
loss of life throughout Armenia. 


“IT was at dinner with my American 
he said, “when a ter- 


the building oscillated; awaking or- 
phans shrieked in terror and the floor 
reeled under my feet. All the lights 
failed and we expected momentarily 
the roof to fall and smother us. 

“My first thought was of our 9,000 
orphans. I hurriedly ordered lanterns 
and candles and directed the staff to 
hasten to their posts, which was al- 
most impossible in the utter darkness 
and impenetrable dust- which engulfed 


us. 

“Scarcely had. we emerged from the 
building when another and more vio- 
lent shock seemed to cleave the earth 
asunder, throwing everyone to the 
ground. Here we remained stunned, 
expecting death every moment. 

“But as I am a religious man, I 
verily believed that our small band 
of Americans was spared so that we 
could rescue the great legion of help- 


less orphans, who regard America as: 
their foster parent. The terrific seis- 


mie forces ceased temporarily, and we 
succeeded in reaching the orphanage. 

“Due to three years of systematic 
drill and discipline by Americans, who 
envisaged just such a calamity, the 
children had already begun to dress 
and form lines. Within a few minutes 


we marched them ali out in orderly 
formation to the adjacent fields. 

“An hour later the earth rocked 
again, followed by a rolling, rushing 
sound, like thunder, which seemed to 
carry utter doom and _ destruction 
with it. The orphans clung patheti- 
cally to the American nurses, whose 
superb courage and composure in such 
dire extremity, would touch the hearts 
of the American people who sent them 
here. 

“The piercing cries of the popula- 
tion groping in the dark, added the 
element of agony to the scene. Great 
fissures appeared in the field, discharg- 
ing water, sand and silt. The terrible 
subterranean roaring, cracking and 
quaking continued spasmodically with 
violent surface undulations, the terror 
of which can be imagined only by 
those who have experienced it, or who 
have read Bulwar Lytton’s ‘Last Days 
of Pompeii.’ 

“At this juncture, when we seemed 
to be looking into the very abyss of 
death, we knelt down and with eyes 
toward heaven, asked Divine mercy. 
It came. We were saved. I can re- 
tember no more.”

BY APPEALS BODY

Three decisions, all of them affirm- 
ing the decision of Judge Samuel H. 
Sibley of the U. S&S. district court 
here. have been handed down by the 
U. S. circuit court of appeals follow- 
ing its annual session here recently, 
Clint W. Hager. U. S. district at- 
torney, announced Monday. Two of 
the cases, he said, were habeas corpus 
eases and the other a civil ease. 


One of the appeal eases was that 
of Michael Kennenbaum, who wae 
convicted of using the mails to de- 


fraud in Savannah. He was sentenced 
to two years in the Atlanta federal 
penintentiary. Judge Sibley remand- 
el him and Kennenbaum appealed 
from the judge's decision. 

The other habeas corpus case was 
that of Edward Van Meter. serving 
sentence in the federal penitentiary 
following his conviction in Missouri 
on the charge of forgery. Van Meter, 
the «istrict attorney said, acted as 
‘his own lawyer in preparing his brief 
and appeal papers while in the At- 
lanta prison. He requested also, it 
was pointed ont. for privilege of ap- 
pearing before the court of appeals 
in his own defense. This was denied, 
however, 

The civil case was that of the Caps 
Manufacturing eompanr. of Cornelia. 
(,a., which the government had sued 
to colleet a federal tax. The com-

Larger arrivals of corn here tended 
to ease corn and oats. Weather con- 
ditions, however, were less favorable 
in the corn belt. 

Provisions were easy for the most 
part, responsive to wehkness of hog 
values and of cotton.
